All 
that is needed is a petition; surely one person could be 
found to take that out. There is no reason why a candi- 
date supported by the hundreds of non-orgs could not 
win an election by a large majority. 

This, then, is directed to you five or six hundred stu- 
dents who are not in service clubs, but are just as much a 
part of jaysee as anyone else. This is your college, too, 
you know. Why don’t you take a hand in your share of 
governing it? 


“Tf I Were 21” 


Our attention has been called to an article featured 
editorially the other evening in Santa Ana’s daily news- 
paper, entitled, “If I Were 21—’’. 


We believe, after reading the article carefully, that 


it is just possible that it was reproduced from a national | 


periodical to the extent of 4000 words because in it ap- 
pear comments deemed in keeping with the local editor’s 
policy that the American educational system is inappro- 
priate and unjustified. 

With all respect to its narrator, however, it justifies 
careful consideration and we comment upon it for we 
note it recounts the success story of an individual who 
contends that were he a youth again, he ‘“wouldn’t let a 
college education interfere with his practical education 
as a mechanic.” He also says that modern colleges are 
turning out a bewildered generation, adverse to and un- 
equipped for practical labor. 

The gentleman criticises the modern college for too 
much theoretical, and too little practical training, stating 
that his success came through practical experience. We are 
aware that he was a mechanic—is now a natidnal indus- 
trial executive. We do not dispute his high position nor 
the fact that he is a self-made man. When it is related, 
however, that he rose to such heights without a college 
education and infers incompetency by the modern college, 
we feel we should add our contention that he became 
successful NOT because he was without a college educa- 
tion, but DESPITE the fact that he did not have a college 
education. Is it logical to assume that every one would be 
a similar success if they quit college? 

Genius is genius, and we are reminded it occurs some- 
thing like once in a million, whether it be the genius of 
knowing oneself thoroughly or the gift that aids one to be 


a successful leader of men. But few of us will ever be 
executives. That is why, we believe, modern education is | 


planned as it is in the best interests of the majority. 


It is our opinion that most any modern collegian is 


aware that success is a triumvirate of (1) knowing 


how; (2) knowing when; and (3) going out and doing it. | 
The first is preparedness; the second, experience; and the 
latter, work and intestinal fortitude. We are convinced | 
that college is the epitome of preparation, and whether | 


it is recognized generally or not, it IS modern educational 
practice to equalize theoretical with practical training in 
building individual character. 

_ Significant locally is the point raised by the article, 
aimed principally at manual arts education, concerning 
practical training. In keeping with practical educational 
policy, we with every local junior college supporter, be- 
lieve there is a grave need here for additional facilities at 
jaysee, such as larger machine shops, drafting rooms, 
and equipment necessary to facilitate actual shop train- 


ing. We believe that those who will help to build today’s «

Next Tuesday brings another 
Decoration day and recalls many 
memories of the past. 

When National Commander 
John A. Logan of the Grand Army 
proclaimed May 30, 1868, as the 
first Decoration day he said that 
it was to be established for the 
purpose of ‘“‘strewing flowers on 
the graves of comrades who died 
in defense of their country dur- 
ing the late rebellion with the 
hope that the custom would be 
kept from year to year.”

The idea of Decoration day, 
which we now know as Memorial 
day, was suggested to Comman- 
der Logan by Adjutent General N. 
P. Chapman. Up until the time the 
proclamation was made various 
sections of the country honored 
dead soldiers by placing flowers 
on their graves. These commemor- 
ative days were held on different 
days during the spring. The cus- 
tom was most prevalent in the 
South, and the Southern _ states 
were among the first ones to make 
Decoration day a legal holiday. 

Memoria! day has since been de- 
clared a legal holiday in Porto
